Kcw Manchuria wts under Jepfcnese control. Loihera ccrried his intrigues to hont*olifc , 
where th« climate tts also favorable. Tliure r.ore t^.tn one autonomous Prince ^as 
persuaded (or et ieeat uorsusded to express the ooin ion) that Chaijer r woulc only 
serve its befit ecoiioKiic interest by tncor ortting with Usnchuris' 1 , end by June 1935 
H or th Chtiher was being occupied by Jarenese troops. "It rmaihed for Lolhera to 
push the Japanese Armies Jui tne direction of Peiping anr- to encircle north Cnina 
in Tolcjo^s direct sphere of influence."
